issued. 
Booklet Up to Datc 
The booklet was compiled by a 
group of famous baby specialists 
and was first printed in 1914. 
It 
was revised in 1929 and brought up 
lo date. It has been used in all paris 
of the world and m any of its read­ 
ers cherish it almost as they do the 
family Bible. 
This book furnishes 
important 
m aterial as to the feeding prob­ 
lems. clothing, prevention of faulty 
habits, how to form good 
habits, 
recognition of certain baby disord­ 
ers. and a variety of other im­ 
portant facts relating to 
infant 
care. It is not meant to be a sub­ 
stitute for Hie physician but m ere­ 
ly an aid to the mother. It is not 
intended to replace the larger and 
more pretentious books of 
the 
great medical 
publishing houses 
But it tell the m other In simple 
language the needed changes in 
food, clothing and habits of the 
infant and carefully points out the 
value of regular visits to the doctor. 
It acts as a sort of assistant to 
the doctor an I serves its purpose 
well. 
Important Information 
It 
is only within recent years 
that data pertaining to the rearing 
of children has been made available 
to the mother. This has been made 
possible by the publication of spec­ 
ial magazines, books and newspap­ 
er articles concerning the care of 
the infant 
and young 
child. 
I 
strongly approve of this system of 
education and especially 
recom­ 
mend it when the source of infor­ 
mation is reliable and unbiased. 
Mothers who are familiar with 
"Infant Care” will be glad to know 
that the children’s bureau has com­ 
piled other publications, 
notably. 
"PreN ata! Care," "The Child From 
One to Six’* and "Child Manage­ 
m ent". All are issued by the Unit­ 
ed State* department of labor, bu­ 
reau of publications. Washington. 
D. C. If you have not obtained 
copies of these I 
would suggest 
that you write for them. 
Of course, no advice is better 
than that given you by your phy­ 
sician. It is always a good plan to 
take the baby to the doctor or 
health clinic at periodic Intervals. 
W hen this is not possible I would 
advise thHt you consult with your 
"infant hook" or other reliable book 
on health
